Eeing that the Head is the part that is ſen 
dy % moſt of all the parts of Mang body, Hy- 
a pocrates in his firth Bok of common 
nFSickneſs, not without cauſe ſheweth how to 
itiudge of the whole Body by the conſideration of 
the Head, fo2 that which ls either greater oz lel⸗ 
arÞſer then it ought to be, is always faulty, and 
i not god, that they that have this faulr oz lack, 
hi have all theſe things that do evidently apper⸗ 
Stain to the faulty and hurted minds. And now 
ei even as the head that is little, is never without 
ing kault; ſo that which is great is not altogether: 
i perkect and god, but ſometimes god, and ſome⸗ 
M times rvil. It is allo a plain ſign of godnels 
"FJ and wickedneſs. But the beſt faſhion is a round 
ow head, and ſomewhat low on both ſides, as ik 
vou ſhould imagine a very round Sphere of 
dax to be ſomewhat low on every fide. The 
beſt kom then, and ſhape of an head, 18 that 
which is mcanly great, and hath a comely ton⸗ 
venient roundnels, which appearcth befoze and 
behind ſomewhat low.

Thi 
bꝛain followerh the fozm and tathion of the ſcullſct 
fo if the Skull be corrupt, the h2ain (hall alſo ni 
tozrupt. The head of a man hith moze bai ire 
p2opottionably then all other keaits. The malt] 
hath moze bꝛain then the klemale. The head of aj 
man hath moꝛe joynings then all other things; 
and the male moꝛc then the kemale, and a well: 
kaſhioned is like a Malitt, whercof the koze⸗part Þti 
and hinder⸗part be lofty and high. The fo2mſſci 
and faſhion of the mean ventricie muſt be a lit: e. 
tlc pꝛelled together, and the cogitative is the Fe 
moze noble. Il the loꝛm hekoꝛe be low, the man ſi 
hath no judgment; and ik the hinder⸗part be 
low, hc hath no memoʒy, and hath a weakneſs of 
moving his news, and conſequently of his bo: þ 
dy; f62 by the fo2ce of his hain is declared the 
ko:cc of the neck and ſinews, and alſo the bꝛoad⸗ Ip! 
nels of the ſhoulders, and of the k1caſt and parts 
of the ſides Hypocondria, which he joyned to I 
the liber and lungs.

eM Hey that have a great head, and yet not out 
ga of meature, are commonly fair, and well 
3 ynditioned: they that have a great head out ot 
 [incaſure be fols, idiots, and dull heads: when 
Thie head is great, p2opo2tioned to the body and 
1;Þccially to the neck, lo that the neck be ſtrong, 
hend mcanly great, with the inews great and 
infrong, it is a very god ſign. The head kaſhia⸗ 
aiched like a ſugar-loaf, declarcth the man to be 
 ajait ſhame, a devourer, bold and raſh, which 
; hing cometh ol the dꝛynels of the bꝛain. It is 
lk nother thing when the head is great. and the 
tt ther members are not great actoꝛdingly. The 
n fead ig of a god faſhion, when the ventricle 
: #:f01c is alſo of a god taſhion and moiſt enough. 
e Fo! the raking ot rhe kinds cometh of the moi⸗ 
ure, and the retaining cometh of dzynels in 
he part behind. The head with a mean ventri⸗ 
le Comewhat pꝛelled together about the ſides, 
 Pctlare the ventricles cogitative to be ready to 
Iompꝛehend and device that which is to be com⸗ 
Nchended, and that becaulſc of the unity of the 
Spirits that are in that plate. Thc head round 
ſignifleth nobility, unſtablenelg, ko: getkulnels, 
[mall diſcretion, and little wil dom in the man, 
{02 ſometimes the moving of the lpirits ſtayeth. 
The little head neccffarily ſheweth an ill ſign, 
e ag much as it ſon fancth into a ſicknets,

They take in| 
hand falſe matters, they ſpeak ill, and have af 
double tongue. The long head without meaſure !! 
having the oꝛgans awzy, and not right, noteth} 
unſhamefaconeſs and folly. The head low and} 
Qat betokencth inſolency, and difſolutcncſs. | 
The head high bekoze betokencth pꝛide. The 
head rhat hath as it were a hollow hole bchind, 
and is low and hollow, dcclarcth the man to be 
ſubject to anger and deceit. The great head, 
with a large fozchcad, and kate like a Gpant,

ealie to be taught: When the head is right, 
and almolt flat in the midff, and of a mean

= ( Lacknelſs in a man, like a gliſtering Hozn, 
5 PD is a token of aduſtion, as well in the mem⸗ 
ll Ky , 
m. bers as in the hair. A black colour ſheweth the 
ölman to be of a mall courage in feats of War, 
it carful and crafty, and is to be compared to 
in them that dwell in the South part. A gren to⸗ 
lour, dark oz black, declareth the Man ready and 
Nompt to anger. Men that are very red, oz 
red⸗ headed in colour, are ſubtile and crafty: As 
the common ſaying among the Frenchmen is. 
Fay veu bien peu de petites gen humbles, & 
ruf aux fideles : that is to ſay, I have ſen few 
; little men humble oz lowlp ; and few red⸗headed 
emen faithful and true. They that have a pale 
lend dead Face, and vet a red kozehead, and low 
eres, are altogether ſhamekac'd. And to them 
vou may attribute paſſion. The white colour 
and ſomewhat ruddy, ſignificth the man very 
ſtrong and couragious, luch are the Nozthern 
men. The colour that is very white, ſheweth 
| the man to be contrary to vertue. A pale colour, 
lignificth the man to be without courage in deds 
of war, fearful, and a turner of his back, ik fick- 
neſs be not the caiiſe of his palenelg. When a 
bzown colour is mired with a pale, it veclareth 
the man to be a blab of his tongue, and a pꝛater,. 
4 ſon angry, and a ſpeaker without anp tempera- 
ture.

ig roller. The multitude of hairs declarcth a hot 
agnan, and the groTdeneth of them, ſheweth them 
ae be full of kuunolity. And cherekoze that hap⸗ 
anÞeneth moe in young men, then in young chil⸗ 
ehen, fo2 in childꝛen the lubſtance is moze vapo⸗ 
anus then moitt : but in young ⸗men it is con⸗ 
gary, wherckoze contrarics follow their cons 
gpcaries : Abundance ot hairs in young chil⸗ 
den, ſhew the tomplexion that increaterh and 
agmenteth to tend to melancholineſs. The 
Furling of the hair ügniſies heat and dzynels, 
and cometh of the crokedneſs of the poꝛes. The 
Pairs that be right up in the head, and the hair 
allo that ſtandeth upright in the reft of the bo⸗ 
13 betoken feartulneſs in the Man. The hairs 
t 02 thick, declare the Man to be cruel, and 

gen they be rare, they ſhew him to be a decet- 
h ber; and if they be curled, and turned upward, * 
It is a fign of hot complerion. And ik they be 
„Katt together, appearing one the Fozehead, they 
declare a mighty courage and buutal, as the 
 Fourage of Bears. The hairs pꝛelled down, 
nd couching together on the middle of the Foze- 
head, riſing together on the top of the head, 
ſchew the Man ts be hot, and without know-

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ledge of honeſt. The hairs that be thin, lien tt 
der and few in number, beſides the temples de 
declare that Man to be cold, and without koꝛte at 
the reaſon is, that in the place are great Arte 
ries, and the place ought naturally to be hot 
and to have abundance of hairs, fozaſmuch as 
the generation and growing of hairs cometh olf“ 
heat: therefoze when the hair is thin and flen: 
der in that place, there is lack ol heat, and thisÞp: 
ought to be aſcribed to women: fo2 they never lo 
have abundance of hair in that place. The hairy 
thin and hard beide the Temples, declare thtÞto 
Man to be cold and fearful : and when they bett 
thick in the lame place, and beſide the Ears fer 
ſt is a ſign of heat and whoꝛedom. And ik rheyn 
be there Cable, black oz yellow, they Cignifte age 
violent mind o2 courage. Il they be groſs ande 
ſomewhat whiter, it is a ſign that the Man chall 1 
be indocible, whom Men ſhall not rule nou 
tame. The abundance of groſs hairs, and ice 
pꝛels down, with abundance of hairs in the rel in 
pf the body, do ſhew in an infant melancholi itt 
nels ts come, that is to ſay, he ſhall fall into aJhi 
fury of Folly. When hairs grow in a man that PG 
is already aged, it is a token of great aduſtion Ih 
by nature, the which engendereth folly, and 
pꝛivation ol wit and ſcnſc. Momen are ne. he 
ver bald, fo2 their nature is like the nature of ſu 
infants oz —＋ Gelded men alſo never in 
wax bald, fo? they be almoſt of the nature of ſh; 
women, T The hairs that are made curled by 
touch: 
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A rouching like unto rhe wzinkling of Pepper, 
do ſigniſie weakneſs, in the vertue digeſtive, | 
and age coming haſtily on.

of 7 hea fignification of the colour of the Hair, ia 
n. not verificd fo2 the mod part but in tem⸗ 
io perate Climates, yea a man may judge thereot 
ee ſomething in every Climate, in making com⸗ 
ir pariſon of men ok the Climate unto others, as 
he to the Flemming and Ethiopians. Foz the E⸗ 
beſthiopians be black, and their hair is tur led and 
$ flertream. Pet thercfoze their complexion ſhall 
ſnot be hot, but this heat and curling ok hair 
aſſtomethof an outward heat: koz they be rather 
0 cold; fozalmuch as the heat goeth out by vapours. 
But Flemings which dwell in cold regions, are 
white and have their Hair ſomewhat of a yellow 
Ugtalour, flat and plain. And yet fo2 all that, we 
(may not ſay that generally they be cold, but ra⸗ 
li-Fther that their complerton is very hot, fo? the 
a Jheat is within them as it cometh to pals in 
t HU inter c. A white colour ignifieth either a ve- 
3 hement cold, as it appeareth in old men that 
m have white hairs, oz elſe a great dꝛynels, as it 
?: Jhappeneth in this vegitative when they do d2y 
df up: the which koz their blackneſs and gren⸗ 
r nels turns into whitenels. And that never 
f happeneth unto men but at end of ſickneſles 
Ping up.

But 
when the reſt of the body is to hairy, then Mars 
and Saturn do imploy their fozces, and ſuch 
men are commonly Thieves and Robbers : and 
when they have their bꝛeaſt only hairy, it is a ſign 
ol heat and great courage. dal hen all the body is 
covered with hair, it is rather a ſign of the cou- 
rage of a fourfoted beaſt then of a man. When 
the nod of the neck is covercd with hair even 
from the head, it is a ſign of ſtrength, and of 
courage, and in that the man is like unto the

He faceof the only part where the Man on 

ly becometh. They that have a great Foze- 
head, are tommonly flothful : and they are tom⸗ 
pared to Dren : they that have a bꝛoad lozehcad, 
commonly change their minds, and if that it be 
very great, they be fols, and ok little diſcretion, 
andof rude wit. Underſtand, take this bzoadr.e's 
with the ſult quantity of the length + largencts. 
They that have a round foꝛe⸗head are ſubject to 
Math & anger, (pecially, ił their koꝛeh ead be open 
and plain. And they be alſo inlenſihle, like unto 
Alles. They that have a little Fozehead, and nar⸗ 
row, be kools and dolts, not caſily to be taught, 
ſlovens, and devourers like Swine. They that 
have a mætly long koꝛehead, have god wits, and 
eaſle to be taught, but vehement as dogs be:

head that is great hath ever much groſs fleſh: 
and contrary the little Foꝛehead, hath fine and 
thin flech: The little Foze-head, and fineneſs ok 
the Skin,betokeneth a fine Wit, and waveriug. 
Now then the lpirit oꝛ wit is a fine body engen⸗ 
dered of the vapours ol the blood, and the ſpirit 
oꝛ wit beareth the vertues of the Soul to the lpi⸗ 
ritual members, and therekoze where there be 
groſs humozs: there a god wit cannot be. 
Chen a Fozehead is to much wzinkled, it t

T tomplexion of the Eyes is moiſt, am 
they be made with ſeven lids, which aride 

called in Latine, TuniczOcculorum, with thx 
humours; the paſſions of the mind be declare 
ſpetially by the Eyes, as Tribulation, Wirth, ſi 
Love, Hatred and other. 
The eyes have four pꝛincipal colours, blach, ; 
ſomewhat white, changeable c tauny. The foum 
or the Eyes that be round, are the moſt wave: 
ring and rouling, they be the molt perfect and un. | 
coꝛrupt, becauſe there is noſquareneſs in them, Ui 
The Eyes that have comers are moſt filled 
with ſuperfluity in the lame. The great Eyes Þþ 
betokeneth kearkulnels and weaknels, koz their 
groſsneſs cometh of a great abundance of moi: 
{tyre in the Brain, wherein there is a certain 
coldneſs, which is ſpꝛead amongſt the members 
and quencheth the blood: wherefoze even as the Þ 
Cpirit of the blood maketh the man bold, lo the 
complerion, that is cold and moiſt, maketh him 
tearful, The Epes that are bolt fozward, declare 
rolly in the Man: bzoad Eyes tending to the 
largeneſs of the body, and Ae to Dogs eyts, dc: 
clare moiſture of the body. Ghey that have their

So a moſt wicked of all other, ace 
the crok-backed men, ſ&ing the fault of them is 
moze near unto the heart, which is the Prince 
pf all the body. Mert are the blind and the 
ſquint⸗ey'd men, kozalmuch as nature hath kail⸗ 
ed. about the Bꝛain.
